With  his  profound  words,  Mr.  McLaurin  prescribed  the  benchmark  of  excellence  that  has  become  the  gold  standard  of 
Coahoma.  Her  history  tells  us  that  those  who  first  believed  she  could  be  had  to  first  envision  a  haven  of  quality  —  a 
place  where  young  minds  could  learn  and  grow,  but  first  and  foremost  where  they  could  dream.  The  founders  conceptu- 
alized "an  educational  oasis  of  the  Delta,"  where  young,  gifted,  black  students  could  freely  and  comfortably  obtain 
selections  in  the  store  of  knowledge  and  exchange  their  own  ideas.  This  oasis  began  to  represent  for  them  self-worth 
and  self-awareness.  It  became  the  fountain  of  sophistication  and  intelligence  their  longing  palates  had  thirsted  for.  And 
then  came  Coahoma  Community  College:  Coahoma  County  Agricultural  High  School  was  established  in  1924  to 

meet  the  need  of  a  central  high 
school  accessible  to  all  Negro 
children  of  Coahoma  and 
adjacent  counties.  In  order  to 
provide  even  greater  educa- 
tional opportunities  for  the 
Negro  youth  and  adults  of 
Coahoma  County,  the  high 
school  curriculum  was  extend- 
ed to  a  junior  college  in  1949 
with  Mr.  L.L.  Bryson,  County 
Superintendent  of  Education, 
spearheading  the  movement. 
During  its  first  year  of  opera- 
tion the  junior  college  was  sup- 
ported by  the  county  funds. 
Later  the  state  legislature 
appropriated  funds  for  the 
expansion  of  buildings  and  the 
acquisition  of  much  needed 
equipment  and  Coahoma 
became  the  first  state-support- 
ed junior  college  for  the 
Negroes  in  Mississippi.  Mr. 
B.F.  McLaurin  who  was  serv- 
ing as  the  first  superintendent 
of  Agricultural  High  School, 
became  the  first  president  of 
Coahoma  Junior  College  and 
Agricultural  High  School.  The 
college  was  organized  and  directed  the  first  three  years  by  Mrs.  Zee  Anderson  Barron  and  the  first  college  grad- 
uation was  held  in  1952.

Mary  Geraldine  Whiteside 

Ms  Whiteside  was  renowned  for  being  a  consummate  professional  and  a  champion  for  quality  education.  She 

She  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of 
Bowie  State  in  Maryland  and  Brower  County  College  in  Florida.  Furthermore,  she  devised  the  plans  that  later 

realized  Valley  College  in  Itta  Bena,  Mississippi. 
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Coahoma's  Historical  Figures 


Coahoma's  golden  history  is  spangled  with  the  names  of 
people  who  came  to  nurture  her  during  the  matutinal  peri- 
od of  what  was  then  a  fragile  and  unsure  life.  They  came 
not  to  satisfy  a  craving  for  fame  or  fortune  nor  to  be 
pinned  with  great  honors  and  citations.  They  came  in  the 
name  of  making  a  difference  —  because  they  wanted  to  be 
assets  to  this  area.  They  came  with  dreams  that  others 
thought  would  never  come  true.  They  came  in  the  spirit  of 
edification  at  a  time  when  the  population  their  efforts 
would  serve  were  for  the  most  part  had  been  done  in  and 
worn  out.  They  came  because  they  knew  if  they  had  not, 
no  one  else  would  have.  Many  of  the  names  of  these  ven- 
erable persons  we  see  everyday  emblazoned  on  the  build- 
ings in  which  we  carry  on  the  operations  of  education, 
matriculation,  recreation,  and  residence.  These  structures, 
as  history,  and  as  this  necessary  section  in  our  yearbook,  is 
what  we  offer  in  remembrance  of  the  strong  ones  who 
came  before  so  that  the  strong  ones  could  keep  on  coming.

Mrs.  McLaurin,  who  was  the  first 
"first  lady"  of  Coahoma  Junior 
College,  was  also  a  stalwart  sup- 
porter of  her  husband,  who  was 
the  first  president  of  the  college. 
She  solidified  the  adage  "it  takes 
a  strong  man  to  make  a  stand  but 
it  takes  a  strong  woman  to  make 
a  strong  man."  McLaurin  Resi- 
dence Hall  is  named  for  the  Mrs. 
McLaurin  and  was  once  a 
woman's  dormitory. 


The  Gambrells 


Mr.  Frank  Gambrell  organized  the  first  science  and  math  department  at  Coahoma  and  his  wife  taught  at  Coahoma 

Agricultural  High  School.  Gambrell  Halt  is  named  for  him  and  The  Inna  Gambrell  Nursery  is  named  for  Mrs.  Gam-   | 

brell,  who  taught  home  economics  and  occupational  child  care  before  her  retirement  in  the  early  nineties. 


Ms.  Ethel  V.  Dickerson  was  the  college's  first  librarian.  The  library  is  named  in  part  for  Ms.  Dicker- 
son.  The  Dickerson-Johnson  Resource  Center  is  also  named  for  the  Jeanes  Supervisor  for  Negro 
Education  Lillian  Rogers-Johnson,  who  was  very  instrumental  in  the  upstart  of  the  college. 


Dr.  McKinley  C.  Martin 

The  Martin  Lifelong  Center 

is  named  for  this  pioneer, 

who,  during  his  career  at 

CJC  served  as  principal  of 

Sandy  Bayou  Elementary, 

an  instructor,  registrar, 
vice-president,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  college. 


James  E.  Miller 

Mr.  James  E.  Miller  who  taught  English  before  he 
became  an  administrator  was  chosen  as  second  presi- 
dent of  Coahoma  much  to  the  delight  of  Mr  B.E 
McLaurin,  who  fervently  campaigned  for  Miller's 
appointment. 
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The  Frank  McCune  Building,  which  now  serves  as  a  high  school  building,  was 

named  for  the  pioneer  who  was  honored  in  the  1964  Coahoman.  Mr.  McCune 

was  lauded  for  organizing  the  Health  and  Physical  education  program  at  CJC; 

being  the  first  full  time  registrar:  and  directing  the  faculty  and  students  in  the 

Annual  Homecoming  Drive,  which  raised  monies  to  help  finance  college  athletic 

activities  and  purchase  supplies  and  equipment.  When  the  position  of  principal 

became  available  in  the  high  school.  Mr.  McCune  transferred  to  Aggie  to  serve  as 

the  chief  administrator  of  the  school. 
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Joseph  Cain 


Joseph  Cain  was  the  first  industrial  arts  instructor  at  the 
college,  who  guided  his  students  in  building  several  of 
the  structures  on  the  first  campus,  namely  what  is  now 
the  nursery  and  The  Martin  Lifelong  Learning  Center.

"No  one  knows  what  the  day  holds  in  store  and  with 
each  second  that  ticks  by,  the  unknown  is  challenged. 
Waking  up  reeling  fine  and  prepared  to  face  all  of  life's 
everyday  problems  is  the  norm  for  most  people  but  some 
are  given  cards  from  a  different  deck  to  play  with.  While 
some  people  complain  of  sore  feet  in  the  evening  from  a 
hard  day  at  work,  others  find  themselves  trying  to  cope 
with  the  trauma  of  an  illness  that  has  left  them  paralyzed 
from  waist  down;  all  of  it  happening  in  a  matter  of  hours.

This  is  the  day  she 
developed  traverse  myelitis  and  the  first  day  of  a  long  bat- 
tle to  not  only  to  keep  living  but  to  also  have  a  wonderful 
lite.  Before  that  day  she  was  walking  and  dreaming.  Today 
she  is  rolling  and  dreaming.  The  only  difference,  she  says, 
in  reaching  her  goals  now  is  that  she  is  rolling  up  the  lad- 
der of  success.

WALKIN'  IN  MEMPHIS"  WITH  THE  CCC  ENGLISH 

i 

CLUB 


In  my  observation  over  the  years,  I  have  come  to 
realize  that  what  distinguishes  one  person  from 
another  is  not  ability  but  access— access  to  educa- 
tion; access  to  opportunity;  and  access  to  love.  On 
November  9,  1998  the  Coahoma  Community  College 
English  Club  gave  us  the  access  with  the  opportunity 
to  visit  Memphis,  TN  and  tour  the  Civil  Rights  Muse- 
um, walk  down  Beale  Street,  and  watch  a  play  entitled 
"Blue  in  the  Night."  The  faculty  of  the  English 
Department  feels  we  must  know  and  understand  our 
past  before  we  can  become  successful  in  the  future. 

I  thought  going  to  Memphis  with  the  English  Club 
was  going  to  be  just  another  day,  but  it  was  more  than 
that.  It  was  like  getting  in  a  time  capsule  and  going 
back  to  the  past  and  gradually  coming  back  into  the 
present. 

It  started  out  at  the  Civil  Rights  Museum  with  the 
struggle  of  blacks  trying  to  make  it  to  the  top  of  the 
mountain  where  there  was  freedom,  peace,  and  qual- 
ity. On  this  mountain  were  many  people— minorities, 
women,  men,  and  children.  We  went  through  the  times 
when  brutality  was  prevalent  against  blacks  by  white 
hate  groups  such  as  the  KKK.  We  sat  on  the  bus  with 
Ms.  Rosa  Parks  and  we  were  scolded  for  sitting  at  the 
front  of  the  bus  by  the  driver.  This  was  the  time 
when  the  South  had  "separate  but  equal"  laws,  where 
blacks  and  whites  had  separate  sit-ins,  restrooms, 
water  fountains,  and  schools.  We  also  viewed  the 
place  where  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  spent  his  last 
night  and  was  assassinated. 

Then  we  traveled  a  little  further  and  came  up  to 
the  time  where  blacks  would  sing  about  their  trou- 
bles. This  was  on  Beale  Street  where  the  blues  lives. 
I  could  envision  B.  B.  King  with  his  guitar,  Lucille, 
Bobby  Blue  Bland,  and  other  blues  singers  singing

course,  it  was  a  coincidence  that  the  restaurant  was  the  only 
one  open  on  that  side  of  town  at  midnight.

The  Black  Literary  Society,  The  Black  Writer's  Guild,  and 
English  Club.  The  members  pose  after  their  tour  of  the  Nation-

their  blues  away.  I  could  also  envision  thousands  of 
people,  crowded  around  them  relating  to  the  songs 
from  their  problems. 

Then  we  moved  into  the  present  where  we  have 
freedom  of  speech  and  can  go  anywhere  we  desire. 
We  walked  through  the  mall  and  other  places  where 
blacks  once  were  not  allowed.  We  no  longer  have  to 
use  separate  bathrooms,  dine-ins,  or  water  fountains, 
because  we  are  free.  We  should  be  thankful  for  those 
who  fought  for  our  freedom  and  equality.  We  should 
never  forget  where  we  came  from,  because  what  hap- 
pened in  the  past  will  come  back  around  some  day,  and 
we  do  not  want  to  end  up  slaves  like  our  ancestors. 

I  would  like  to  leave  you  with  this  poem  entitled, 
"Know  Thyself"  by  the  Nile  Valley  Contributions  to 
Civilization  Ancient  Proverbs  as  interpreted  by 
Anthony  T  Browler: 

A  person  who  knows  not  ./And  knows  not  that  he 
knows  not/Is  foolish— disregard  him.  /A  person 
who  knows  not/And  knows  not  that  he  knows  not. 
/Is  simple— teach  him.  /And  a  person  who  knows 
not  but/(Still)  believes  that  he  knows/Is  danger- 
ous—avoid him.  /A  person  who  knows/And  knows 
not  that  he  knows/Is  asleep— follow  him. /All  of 
these  persons  reside  in  you/Know  thyself/ And  to 
the  Most  High  be  true.

Now  the  time  has 
arrived  that  I  advance  to  the  next  stage.  I  leave 
behind  the  home  that  will  forever  be  a  keepsake 
in  my  heart,  and  I  take  with  me  the  values  that 
will  aid  me  in  conquering  the  battle  that  awaits 
me. 

I  take  with  me  the  same  amount  of  moxie  that 
gave  Mary  G.  Whiteside,  B.  F.  McLaurin,  Zee  A. 
Barron,  Sezzie  McLaurin  and  Lee  Flowers  the 
power  to  withstand  the  odds  that  stood  firmly 
against  them.  To  my  future  and  fellow  Coa- 
homans  I  leave  words  of  wisdom.  Realize  that 
you  are  supported  by  sacred  soil,  remember 
"those  who  transformed  a  dream  into  a  reality, 
and  react  by  making  it  your  responsibility  to  build 
a  better  Coahoma  Community  College  for  years 
to  come.
